High Grade Limestone Can Replace 
Oyster Shell For Chicks 
oyster shell which is im- 
ported from the United States is be- 
coming Canadian poultrymen 
will have to depend to a greater ex- 
tent on limestone in feeding poultry.

tively cheap and of which there are 
many deposits in Canada, makes a 
sutisfactory substitute for oyster 
shell and, if properly graded, may be 
fed in the same manner. 

All limestone deposits are not con- 


idered suitable for poultry feeding, 
the Feeds Administrator points out. 
Some are low in calcium and high in 
‘ium, Only a trace of mag- 
required by poultry. Too 
harmful to chicks, 

Where limestone is used, the pullets 
hould be started on it, because a 
change later from oyster shell to 
limestone may result temporarily in 
reduced consumption and adversely

Many farmers are growing either 
Registered or Certified crops for seed 
or wieh to have their cropa inspect- 
ed in the field in order to know 
authoritatively whether their crops 
are true-lo-variely 

Those who desire to have their 
fields of grain or forage crops io- 
epected must make an application 
for such inspection to the Produc: 
tion Services, Plant Products Di- 
vision, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, at either Calgary, Sask- 
atoon or Winnipeg, The application 
must be made on a proper form, 
supplied for the purpose by the 
Plant Products Division, and the 
form must be filled in and returned 
to the Plant Products Division be- 
fore July let 

Those who are having fields in- 
epected would do well to un a 
mower around their Registered or 
Certified crop a0 as to have a clear 
alleyway or Jane some four feet wide 
around the growing Registered or 
Certified field 

Fielde will not necessarily pass 
inspection simply because they have 
heen sown with Registered or Certi 
fied Work must done on 
them. the seed grower or farmer 
shonid walk through the field at 
heading tine, and pull out by the 
roots, plants of weeda or of other 
grains or off-types which obviousls 
do not belong in the crop.
